Large Political Meeting at Msiple 
Bay. 

Ou Saturday last at 12 o'clock n nu- 
nierpUBly attended meeting of the eleo- 
lors of Cowichan District was convened 
at the Agrioxiltural Hall, Miiplo Bay, for 
the purpose of liearing tho various oau- 
• tidates for the roproaentation of tho Dia- 
Irict in Parliumoiit oxprcMs their 
viewB. So great is the interest felt in 
l)olittoal matters by the people of this 
illusod district that tho most reuiota eeo- 
tions were represented and from first to 
last the speakers were listened to with 
marked attention. 

Mr. ThoH. H. Purry of Salt Rprinf^ Ifi - 
limd, was ohoHon clminnun, and Mr. 
Erue.'it M. Skiniicr of Maple Bay -was 
iinanimonsly ok'cti'd to act as secretary. 

Thu candidatos wore limited to half-an- 
hour in which to oxpresH their views, and 
ten minntes for reply. 

Mil. UOOTU, .M.IM'., 

Being first callnd un, said that he had 
served tho con.stitiioncy four years; and 
proceeded to review his course as their 
representitite. He had voted aguiust 
tho McCreiglit Ministry, and had asaistud 
in dofeatinp; it. When Mi-. PffoHtnos 
was called on to form a Ministrj'.i; 1 out of 
'2') meinber.s iippiovod of hiia i\t> Proniiur; 
but as soon an ho bad announced the 
names of his colleiigueB the opposition 
oommeoced. The principal point of op - 
position that year was the dtydook. The 
McCreigbt Qovernment had found the 
C'anadian guarantee insntllcient, and Mr. 
DeCosmos bfoughtin his Holiomo, and 
tlie drydock now is in a fair way toward.s 
construetjou. Tho uoxi llf^ht wii.s tho ro- 
liixntiou of tho Terms, to whicii be would 
not refer now, as the questiun was worn 
out. The Government (having support- 
ed the Government he would speak as a 
membor of it responsible for all its acts) 
Lid not involved the ct)untry in ruinous 
taxation, and, in his opinion, Ihoy would 
not do so. Jjast year th(> Govorumeut 
borrowed from the bank .-?lSy,0O0; this 
year they will probal)ly draw from Cana- 
da S'iOO, 000, which would only reduce 
tho revenue from Canada about t^SU.OUO. 
He then proceeded to state the local 
sources of revenue and claimed that tho 
roads opened with the money were worth 
more to the country than the money it- 
self. Tho Goveruinout had been blaek 
guarded and abused frequently, but tho 
present pro.«!pority of tho country was a 
BufScient answer to that. Ho referred to 
Ifessrs. McCreight and Robertson as 
oonB^rvatives, and to Mr. Walkem as a 
liberal. [A \oice — Very liberal, with our 
money (laughter.)] The weakness of 
Mr. DeCosnios, l-.o said, was to trj- and 
make people believe that ho does I'very- 
thing and no one else anythinp;; but he 
(DeCosmos) had certainly originated the 
scheme/for feeltitig money from Ci-.nada. 
When'a certain man was sent out t>j ne- 
gotiate with our Government for a change 
in tho Terms of Union tlie Government 
wanted to know a littlo more about his 
credentials, and the agent wont to the 
Ojipositiou and was receiv.-;d with favor 
by them. When the Guvernor'a .'speecU 
was read in the House there was no ob- 
jection made to ibe Government sending 
a delegate to England, notwithstanding 
the opposition to tliat act. Ho {Mr. 
Booth) was opposed to the delegate go- 
ing, but did not vote against tho Govern 
ment for sending him. If the people 
thought the policy of building roads now 
was a wrong one they should vote against 
him. Tho I'ourth Poj-tfolio ho had suj)- 
ported, but he had not o.^peoted to get 
into the Government himself. He had 
supported that additional expense for 
Boctional reasons, for without it Vancou- 
ver Island wonld have had l)ut one mem- 
ber in tho Cabinet. Any Islander who 
voted against that portfolio was a traitor 
to the Island because he reduced the 
Island's representatives in tho Cabinet 
He (Mr. Booth) hud had a great dual 
more influence with the Cabinet than 
some of the members of the Cabinet. Hu 
did not approve of the entire policy of 
tho Government, liecauso it was not bold 
or pushahead enough. [A Voieo — What 
did the Government do with that §18,000 
they TOted for the Cowichan road V J That 
monoj w&a voted in the face of a strong 
opposition because one of the members 
for Cowichnn wos opposed tothe Govern 
nicnt. [Cries of "< )h '" I Tenders were 
asked for, but non" wi'ii^ Miiiit in with the 
Bpecificutions; besidoH, it was thought he 
road would have to follow tho lino of the 
railway, and thot was why it was not un- 
dertaken last year, and it wns urged a 
better line oonld be found. 

Mr. E. M. Skinner— Can you e.xplain 
the attitude of tho Govornniont towards 
the Indian land juilicy ? 

Mr. Booth ro])lied that tho Provincial 
Govoriuncnt claimed that they dlTerod all 
tho land tho Indiajis were outillod to, and 
the Pominion Government thought they 
ought to have ij^oro. At any rate, ho 
would advise the' country to await the 
report on the subject bcfriri' (condemning 
the Government. 

Mr. Skinner eoinpiiiineil thid in iiouie 
diHtrictw tho liidnuiH only iiad aluMit half 
an a<;re per head; (lie rroTincu'l (ioTern 
ment had also taken advuntago of a cleri- 
cal error to deny ludiaM their rights. 

Mr. W. Walsli wanted information as 
to tho relaxation of tho U:ii!wav Terms at 
tho time v,-lmt lirioth riillcd the 

"drunken incil)'' wi-nl ovci- id thn llousi- 
and kicked ye'.-i (uil. 

i\ir. Booth .said Im had fiivorod tho 
measure as ho wanted to see the country 
get hold of tho money that Canada liehi. 
.MIt. S.MITHK, .11. !•. r., 

Was noxteajhid for. Ho said that at thn 
last meeting hi.H honorable fnond had 
attacked him rather hotly— charged him 
with being a oopserrative. When ho 
(Mr. Smitho) was a candidate 1 years 
ago ho aniloiin<:eil tliat hiii principles 
were liberal. lb; then pruL',>Muled to il- 
lustrate in a very hapjjy manner the dif- 
foreqM ba^ween parties. He hod u plat* 
form'^witen he was eleotud, and clafmod 



that he had carried out every pledge. Ho 

had as.niHtod in the overthrow of tho Civil 
List Bill; ho had gone m for anceonomio 
Gover iient, and there was just us much 
room ."c retrenchment now as four years 
ago. Notwithstanding tho pledges of 
Mr. Do Josmos when ho took olllco tho 
expeuBoa of too Govornnieut had 
steadily increased, and ho Hhowed 
by the yellow books that while tho ex- 
penses of govoiumeut under McCreight 
were S2i4,70O; under DeCosmos they 
rose to $269, '227; and under Walkem to 
<;283,,';00. [Groans. I Wh(ui Mr. DeCos- 
mos was Premier ho was prepari'd to sup- 
port him. When he (Mr. Hmit/tie} was 
elected ho wished to give him a support, 
and in voting against the scheme for u 
Fourth Portfolio he had voted against tl * 
measure not tho man. Tho present bold 
er of the -Ith portfolio was a more liguri'- 
head — a man utterly in(;omi;olent to dis 
ohurgo the simplest detail of tho business 
of his olllco. Thei'o was nothing over at- 
tempted to ha shown that tho fourth 
portfolio was necessary except to give tho 
GoTornment greater strength. At the 
same time a sixth minister was created - 
thus including the fourth of u House <if 
•25 ill She Cabinet. jMr. ^[cCreight voted 
agaiiiot the 4th portfolio for the reason 
that, speakinjj from oxpnrienoe.lio foumi 
throe Ministers could do tho work well 
enough. [Hear, hear.] Ho had supporte.l 
a Modified Tarilt" every HOSKion, and had 
introduced a Bill to provide for free 
grants of laud to actual settlers. It was 
published by our agents in California and 
England that '2D0 acres of land would bo 
given a'iTay to each actu.d scttlnr, which 
was a lie, as hundiuds who ciuuo hero to 
take them up found to thi-ir ^kjrrow. The 
work of the sub conimiltee in ilealing 
wiLii the free grant bill was only to re 
model his (Mr. S's.) bill. Ho had sup- 
port(«d the present liberal School Act, 
whio!i, although somewhat defective, was 
still a credit to tho country ;ind the iegis 
latu.o that passed it |clicerH|. Mr. liooth 
had announced himself 1 years ago as in 
favor of a liberal franchise iii:t, and he 
(Mr. Booth) introduced a really good icci ;

Ho showed that distinc 
tions wore mado in tho Franchise Bill 
between the towns of Victoria and New 
Westminster, and between the agricul- 
tural districts and the mining districts. 
He showed that the Act bears heavily on 
the towns and agricultural districts, and 
was inimetliatoly related u hen it came to 
deal with tho mining districts. Tho os 
tenaible reason for the Bill was to pre 
veut new comers Hwami)ing the actual 
settlers at tho polls. There was no danger 
of a largo influx into the agrionltural 
districts; but there was a danger in the 
mining districts whore a rich strike miglit 
create a rush at any moment. I'lie ad- 
vantage in this Bill, however, is all given 
to the mining districts. The Bill was 
al.so vexatioua. It reiiuirod that every 
settler should re'gister annaallr,and there 
might be only a handful of voters iu caso 
of a sudden dissolntien of the House. The 
Bill also recjuired the clainijaut to go be 
fore a Magistrate and awear that ho was 
entitled to vote and poBsossod of the ne- 
cessary qualifications. The Bill, when it 
was first introduced, had a clause requir- 
ing every elector to bring a ceriUlrate 
signed by two electors that ha was entitled 
to a vote? But tho Opposition knocked 
that out [cheers]. Ho had introduced tho 
Wild Laud Tax Bill and had succeeded 
in carrying it through. Ho Haid ho had 
never relaxed his cn'orts to secure the 
buildin'.t of tho trunk road from A'ictona 
to Cowichan, and produced copies of 
letters to the Chief Commissioner to 
show that he had written to Mr. Beaven 
asking him why, sfter 818,000 had been 
voted for the road, it had not been ex- 
pended.
